Baratelli discloses implicitly the sunglasses comprising a pair of bows, which may be any 
suitable plastic material, translucent or transparent dependent upon the use, wherein the bows are 
transmissive to a predetermined wavelength of light. 
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8. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.
